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JERRY  SHORE  has  become  Executive  Vice  President  of  Pacifica  Foundation.  His 
warmth,  enthusiasm,  and  executive  competence  are  already  proving  highly  valu- 
able to  the  whole  organization. 

Jerry  is  a  native  New  Yorker,  who  has  lived  for  many  years  in  Detroit  and  more 
recently  in  San  Francisco.  He  will  make  his  headquarters  in  San  Francisco,  with 
many  visits  to  all  three  Pacifica  stations.  He  is  an  army  veteran  of  World  War  II, 
and  a  former  Co-Director  of  Heidelberg  G.I.  University.  He  has  spent  many  years 
in  union  organization.

The  important  story  about 
Ernest  Hemingway  is  the  body  of  work  that  began  in  the  Michigan  woods  and 
ended  on  a  Cuban  fishing  boat. 

There  have  always  been  many  things  said  about  Hemingway,  and  mostly  there 
have  been  too  many  things.  It  has  gotten  in  the  way  of  the  writing  itself. 

Hemingway  was  the  writer  who  took  the  big  risk  with  language.  He  dared  to 
write  simply,  which  is  not  at  all  the  same  as  writing  easy.  His  mark  was  indelible 
and  American  writing  was  never  the  same. 

His  books  were  out  for  the  big  game  —  experience.  His  work  was  a  study  in 
actualities.
